nr HE MARGARET EATON SCHOOL OF LITKR- 
A ATURE AND EXPRESSION aims to establish 
the highest standard in the training of teachers of 
Physical Culture, Voice Culture and Expression, and 
also provides special courses for personal culture 
according to the desire or the needs of the individual, 
in the following subjects: 

English Literature, (16th, ISth and 1 9th Century 
Poetry and Prose), French and German, Rhetoric, 
Composition, History, Philosophy of Expression, Phys- 
iology, Hygiene, Household Science, Physical Train- 
ing, Voice Culture, Dramatic Art, and Special Courses 
in Household Science, Home Nursing and Emergencies. 

Some complete Courses offered are: 

The Professional Course which demands matricula- 
tion at entrance and gives to our students a Teachers’ 
and Artists’ Diploma at the end of three years if the 
requirements of the Curriculum have been complied 
with. This course includes an outline of twenty-five 
lectures per week with personal work in Voice Culture. 
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The Educational Course which covers the same 
outline as The Professional Course, hut does not 
demand matriculation. Special tutoring in this Course 
where necessary. 

Tlie Artists' Course includes the same subjects with 
more attention given to practical work and without tin* 
work in pedagogy and theory. This gives to our stu- 
dents an Artists* Diploma at the end of two years if 
the requirements of the Curriculum have been complied 
with. 

A Course in English Literature, Rhetoric and 
Composition, History. French and German Conversa- 
tion, Composition and Literature with Physical Culture. 
Voice Culture and Criticism. 

The General Culture Course includes the English 
topics, one Language, Voice Culture, Physical Culture. 
Deportment and Recitation with Criticism. 

A special course arranged for students who want 
only the English topics with Voice Culture and Physical 
( ultutv for three periods per week. 

A Course including three subjects per week with 
Mrs. Scott Raff — Browning, Shakespeare and Studio 
Recital. 

A Course including two lectures per week in English 
Literatim*, with Physical Training.

General IRetfiUations 

L All orders for the Government of the School will 
emanate from the Board of Directors, whose 
decision shall be delivered through their Presi- 
dent to the Principal. 

If. The school year shall consist of thirty weeks, 
divided into three terms of ten weeks each. 

I I I. Students seeking admission to the school will be 
required to pursue faithfully the course of study 
appointed by the authorities. No student will 
be admitted to professional study in Expression 
for a shorter period than one year. Those 
contemplating full professional work in Expres- 
sion must secure either University Matriculation 
or a Junior Teachers’ Certificate. Students 
entering the General Culture or Special Course 
must satisfy the faculty by certificate or exam- 
ination that their previous educational attain- 
ments are such as will enable them to pursue the 
course with success. 

IV. Students of the first year will not he permitted 
to make any professional engagements. Any 
student of the second year desiring to do so must 
first obtain the consent of the Principal. 

V. All fees must be paid in advance.
